Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 30th December, 1983 five desperadoes hired Taxi 
No. 6440|JKT ,at Bus Stand Jammu for Katra. After cover¬ 
ing some distance they asked the driver Shri Rajesh Kumar to 
stop the taxi. As soon as the tlirver stopped tl^^ taxi, one of 
the accused took the control of the steering of the taxi under 
threat at pistol. The other accused robbed him of the watch 
and cash lying in Ins poclret and gagged him, covered him 
with a blanket and after tying his hands and feet put him 
in the dicky and left towards circutious hill road. When ^e 
vehicle came to a sudden halt, the driver managed to tumble 
out of the dicky and escaped. There.iCtcr, he lodged a report 
at Police Station, Nagrota. The police party consisting of 
Shri Vijay Kumar, Assistant Sub-Inspector, Shri Oiji Parkash, 
Head Constable and thtce other con.dables, immediately 
rushed to chase the speeding taxi. Sinw no transport was 
avaUabie, they took a lift from a truck*ariver and later in 
a Bus. After covering some distance they saw that the 
tuXi had met with an accident and the acctlsed had escaped 
towards jungle. The Police patty divided itself into two 
groups and started combing ir that area. There was an 
exchange of fire betweep the criminals smd the police party 
led by Head Constable Om Parkash in which Shri Om 
Parkash received ballet injuries and was removed to SMGS 
Hospital, Jammu for treatment. On hearing the sound of 
gun-shot to the other police party headed by Shri Vijay 
Kumar also arrived on the spot and fired upon the fleeing 
desparadoea and were able to apprehend four out of five 
desperadoes. The fifth desperado managed to escape. Two 
ifcvolvers, one pistol with foreign markings alongwith 25 
rounds of ammunition svere recovered from the criminals. 

Shri Vijay Kumar, Assistant Sub-Inspector and Shri Om 
Parkash, Head Constable, exhibited conspicuous gallantry,, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These aw.ards are m.adc for nallantry under rule 4 (i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con¬ 
sequently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 30th December, 1983.
